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Once  more  it  is  my  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  Art  Festival. 

This  is  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  this  popular  event  which  is  now  accepted  as  a  San  Francisco  institution. 

I  feel  a  particular  affinity  for  the  festival,  because  my  association  with  the  Art  Commission  practically  began  at  the  same  time.  I  have 
watched  its  movements,  change  and  growth  from  year  to  year,  and  am  pleased  to  note  that  what  began  as  a  singular  Art  Commission  event 
in  the  visual  arts,  is  now  only  a  portion  of  a  total  program. 

On  this  occasion  we  can  also  take  notice  of  the  entire  range  of  Art  Commission  activities. 

The  Art  Commission,  as  you  may  know,  must  approve  the  design  of  all  public  buildings.  This  important  activity  is  entrusted  to  our  Civic 
Design  Committee  which  is  composed  of  professionals  in  the  field  of  architecture  and  landscape  architecture.  Its  decisions  are  not  always 
happily  received  -  but  its  devotion  to  elevating  the  quality  of  public  architecture  cannot  be  disputed.  Last  year  over  200  submissions 
were  reviewed. 

In  the  area  of  music,  the  Art  Commission  for  the  past  twenty  years  has  presented  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Summer  Pops  Concerts  with  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  with  tickets  starting  at  50  cents,  this  is  the  best  musical  bargain  available  and  the  public 
knows  it.  This  year  witnessed  a  series  of  sellout  performances  and  a  concert  attendance  of  over  52,000. 

Three  years  ago  the  Art  Commission  initiated  the  summer  Twilight  Concerts  at  the  De  Young  Museum  -  a  series  that  again  has  taken  hold, 
and  while  we  are  no  longer  involved  in  these  presentations  we  are  pleased  to  have  started  them.  We  have  had  the  privilege  of  co-sponsoring 
other  musical  events  such  as  Downtown  Outdoor  Concerts  with  the  Chamber  Music  Society,  a  series  of  concerts  with  the  San  Francisco 
Conservatory  of  Music,  and  three  years  ago  we  provided  a  series  of  chamber  orchestral  concerts  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  Freeman- 
an  outstanding  black  conductor,  who  is  now  the  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Detroit  Symphony. 

Another  continuing  activity  has  been  that  of  the  Civic  Chorale,  under  the  direction  of  Winifred  Baker.  Many  outstanding  choral  works  have 
been  given  their  initial  San  Francisco  performance  by  the  chorus-  a  policy  we  hope  to  see  continued. 

The  Art  Festival,  of  course,  was  the  Art  Commission's  first  step  in  support  of  the  Visual  Arts.  An  important  adjunct  of  the  Festival  has 
been  the  establishment  of  a  Municipal  Collection  of  Art,  acquired  through  our  annual  purchase,  for  the  enrichment  of  public  offices. 

We  are  happy  to  acknowledge  and  welcome  this  year  the  support  of  the  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association  in  establishing  an  annual 
purchase  program.  This  important  contribution  not  only  strengthens  the  Festival,  but  is  of  importance  to  the  artists  of  the  Bay  Area.  We 
hope  other  firms  will  seek  to  follow  this  organization's  leadership. 

Five  years  ago  at  the  request  of  the  Art  Commission,  the  City  established  a  program  whereby  a  percentage  of  the  cost  of  construction  of 
new  public  buildings  is  set  aside  for  art  enrichment.  Within  this  period  of  time,  the  City  has  expended  over  $300,000.00  in  the  acquisition 
and  commissioning  of  works  of  art.  We  are  proud  of  this  program.  A  visit  to  any  of  our  new  health  centers,  for  example,  will  prove  the 
benefits  of  this  far  seeing  ordinance. 

Last  year  the  Art  Commission  established  a  municipal  Art  Gallery  next  door  to  our  offices.  It  is  a  handsome,  large  space  with  fine  light. 
Apart  from  serving  the  community  of  artists  in  offering  group  and  one  man  shows  (no  fees  or  commissions  are  charged),  it  has  functioned 
as  a  facility  for  concerts,  readings,  etc. 

Our  newest  program  has  been  that  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts.  This  activity  which  is  devoted  to  "making  things  happen"  in  the  neighbor- 
hood has  had  an  outstanding  success  in  assisting  neighborhood  art  workshops,  neighborhood  festivals  and  cultural  events  and  whatever 
programs  suggest  themselves  or  are  desired  by  the  neighborhoods.  Nationally  it  is  considered  to  be  a  model  program. 
The  range  of  commission  activities  cannot,  however,  be  considered  entirely  a  success  story.  Despite  the  expansion,  our  funding  has  not 
only  failed  to  increase  but  we  have  witnessed  a  steady  erosion  of  financial  support.  Our  means  have  been  pretty  well  stretched  in  an  attempt 
to  keep  all  of  our  projects  going  and  we  find  that  the  establishment  of  any  new  programs  endangers  an  old  one. 

Only  the  articulated  support  of  the  public  -  only  by  the  insistence  of  artists  and  public  alike  for  a  significant  support  level,  will  we  be  able 
to  continue  our  current  efforts  to  develop  menaingful  programs  for  the  people  of  San  Francixo.

A  Perspective  History  of  the  "Annual" 


The  S.F.  Annual  Art  Festival  is  celebrating  its  25th  anniversary,  with  the 
same  fervor  and  involvement  with  which  it  was  conceived  and  realized  by  a 
group  of  artists  25  years  ago  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Art  Commission. 

Throughout  the  years,  the  exhibition  has  been  recognized  as  a  viable  vehicle 
for  an  ever  growing  number  of  artists  resident  in  the  Greater  Bay  Area. 
(Public  attendance  has  grown  from  100,000  to  200,000  &  300,000.)  It  has 
evolved  as  a  unique  "Agora,"  with  its  own  connotations:  characteristic  of 
the  cosmopolitan  make-up  of  our  population,  and  its  artists.  This  intricate 
almagam  of  ethnic  groups  reflect  the  magnetic  attraction  that  this  land  has 
exercised  on  every  corner  of  the  planet.  The  Festival  has  become  specifically 
an  art  market  for  the  urban  and  suburban  knowledgeable  art  collector  with 
one  eye  to  the  quality  product,  and  the  other  to  the  purse. 

The  Festival  is  an  experience  for  the  visiting  tourist;  and  certainly  a  happen- 
ing to  a  public  that  with  its  throng  has  enlivened  the  show,  enjoying  the 
variety  of  original  artistic  expressions,  within  the  framework  of  an  informal 
environment;  enriched  by  four  days  of  lively  performances  presented  on 
a  specially  built  stage. 

The  prototype  annual  A.F.  was  born  out  of  frustration  in  the  year  1938.  At 
that  time  very  few  galleries  were  operating  within  the  city,  and  only  two 
museums  were  available  to  the  artists,  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  and 
the  De  Young  Memorial  Museum.  These  institutions  were  exhibiting  only 
recognized  art,  which  came  West  by  way  of  established  hierarchies  on  the 
East  coast  and  Europe. 

The  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art,  relocated  in  the  War  Memorial  in  1935 
and  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Grace  L.  McCann  Morley,  pioneered  the  new 
forms  of  20th  century  art.  Out  of  the  W.P.A.  experience,  a  group  of  artists 
organized  the  1938  Hotaling  Place  Show;  it  was  free  of  rules  and  open  to 
the  ever  hard  working  painter,  sculptor,  and  craftsman.  It  originated  a  wide 
interest  in  the  artistic  life  of  the  City. 

In  1939,  it  was  rained  out  of  Hotaling  Place,  which  was  adjacent  to  a  large 
number  of  art  studios  and  was  then  sheltered  in  the  Ferry  Buildmg. 
1941  witnessed  two  exhibitions,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the  fall,  again 
at  Hotaling  Place. 

Five  years  elapsed  (the  War  Years)  before  the  show  acquired  official  support 
and  substantial  enthusiasm  to  carry  it  onward. 


The  Art  Commission  in  1946  launched  its  first  Annual  Festival, 
endowed  with  a  limited  budget.  It  became  the  most  attended  art 
event  of  the  middle  century.  The  exhibit  was  housed  in  the  re- 
cently vacated  military  barracks,  which  "adorned"  the  grounds 
of  the  Civic  Center  Plaza.  The  annual  show  was  marked  by  many 
happy  events  and  a  few  delusions,  but  as  any  healthy,  natural 
phenomenon,  it  took  deep  roots  in  the  hearts  of  the  artists  and 
the  public,  alike.  It  provoked  wide  interest  and  gradually  changed 
its  format,  at  many  different  locations  within  the  city;  but  always 
experiencing  a  great  attraction  to  the  new  generations  of  neo- 
phites.  Year  after  year  involved  different  people  with  different 
backgrounds  and  with  one  ideal,  the  festival  of  the  arts. 

A  great  many  of  the  local,  well  known  contemporary  artists 
received  their  christening  at  the  annual  show  and  the  first  recog- 
nition of  their  talent.  Many  of  the  first  participating  artists  are 
now  nationally  and  internationally  known  and  are  part  of  the 
cultural  life  of  the  nation. 

With  the  spare  funds  provided  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a 
city  collection  was  initiated.  It  now  embellishes  several  City 
offices  and  represents  a  rather  large,  valuable  asset  to  the  City: 
approximately  151  paintings,  243  various  craft  works,  62 
graphics:  for  a  total  of  $36,030.50  for  paintings,  $16,392.00 
for  sculpture,  $14,486.75  for  crafts,  and  $1,625.50  for  photo- 
graphs. Some  of  the  artists  represented  are:  Lucien  Labaudt— '46,

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Whenever  funds  were  made  available,  prestigious  personalities 
in  the  art  field  were  invited  to  act  as  jurors.  They  provided  an 
extension  to  the  Visual  Art  Committee  avoiding  the  stigma  of 
official  art.  Indeed,  they  stimulated  the  public's  visual  percep- 
tion proposing  the  acquisition  of  many  works,  which  created 
controversial  discussions  by  art  critics  and  by  opposite  artistic, 
philosophical  schools  of  thought.  Some  of  the  prominent  jurors

The  25th  celebration  wants  to  signify  the  youthful  and  mature 
grace  of  the  event,  the  establishment  of  a  noble  tradition  in  a 
gracious  City  and  a  symbolic  present  to  the  people  of  the  Greater 
Bay  Area.

EAST  WIND  PRINTERS 


I  he  late  Howard  F.  Ahmanson  devoted  much  of  his  time,  fortune  and  in- 
fluence to  fine  art,  encouraging  artists  in  search  of  an  identity  as  well  as  those  who 
had  found  one.    It  is  the  first  group  he  sought  to  aid  by  providing  purchase  award 
money  for  the  Los  Angeles  All-City  Outdoor  Art  Festival  from  a  company  he  owned. 
Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association. 

In  its  17th  year  of  sponsorship,  the  firm  owns  all  of  the  purchase  money 
winners  numbering  over  300.  Some  of  the  early  winners  have  since  attained  substan- 
tial recognition. 

Ahmanson's  heirs  and  successors  under  the  leadership  of  his  nephew, 
William  H.  Ahmanson,  Home's  Chairman  of  the  Board,  continue  the  practice  he  began. 
In  addition,  exhibits  of  varying  size  are  assembled  from  the  collection  and  circulated 
to  private  and  public  locations  free  of  charge  for  the  interest  and  enjoyment  of  many. 

In  February  this  year  Home  purchased  $4000  worth  of  paintings,  sculpture, 
graphics  and  photography  from  the  Centennial  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Institute. 
Among  artists  represented  in  the  "Centennial",  Vic  Smith,  Phyllis  Davidson,  Ruth 
Eriich,  Linda  Levi  and  Ed  Duin  are  also  represented  in  the  Home  Savings  Southern 
California  collection. 

Home  does  not  merely  buy  art,  instead,  jurors  of  note  are  invited  to  make 
the  selections.   The  primary  objective  is  to  keep  record  of  the  development  of  con- 
temporary art  and  offer  it  for  the  consideration  of  others.    It  is  important  that  each 
selection  be  relevant  to  and  a  significant  representation  of  contemporary  art. 

The  $10,000  in  purchase  awards  for  the  San  Francisco  Art  Festival  mark 
the  beginning  of  a  bright  new  chapter  in  Home  Savings'  art  collection.  Immediately 
after  the  Festival  the  new  purchases  will  begin  touring  branches  in  the  Peninsula  and 
East  Bay  areas. 

Home  Savings  and  Loan  opened  the  first  Northern  California  branches 
early  in  1970  through  merger  with  Guarantee  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Liver- 
more  Valley.   The  first  eight  months  of  operation  produced  an  astonishing  38.6% 
increase  in  savings  deposits  for  the  four  Bay  Area  locations,  giving  substance  to  the 
cordial  welcome  extended  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  San  Jose  and 
Livermore.   September  1.  1971  saw  the  openirig  of  a  new  branch  in  San  Mateo  with 
several  more  planned  throughout  the  Peninsula  and  East  Bay  areas  before  year's  end. 


ROBERT  BOARDMAN  HOWARD

Robert  B.  Howard  is  a  familiar  and  much  loved  figure  to  a  diverse  segment 
of  San  Francisco's  peoples  and  to  many  more  throughout  the  nation.  An 
internationally  recognized  sculptor,  a  member  for  several  years  of  San 
Francisco's  Art  Commission,  and  for  many  years  an  instructor  of  sculpture 
and  counseling  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Institute,  Howard's  contribu- 
tions to  the  Bay  Area  Community  are  many  and  of  considerable  impact.  His 
commissioned  sculptures  for  architectural  settings  with  their  fine,  formally 
disciplined  structuring  and  direct  clarity  of  symbolic  content  have  added  a 
strongly  humanizing  element  to  the  buildings  and  public  places  of  this  area. 

His  many  freely  created  works,  executed  for  exhibitions  and  as  expressions 
of  his  own  constantly  deepening  perceptions  have  contributed  a  still  more 
culturally  complex  sculptural  imagery  to  the  art  of  the  San  Francisco  com- 
munity. Yet  it  has  always  been  of  a  nature  that  could  be  read  and  participated 
in  by  all.  It  is  undoubtedly  these  freely  created  sculptures  that  have,  since 
1922,  been  appearing  annually  in  important  exhibitions  in  this  area  and 
across  the  nation  to  reach  the  largest  audience,  and  which  are,  deservedly, 
the  most  endearing  of  Howard's  prolific  sculptural  output.  The  most  memor- 
able of  these  has  been  a  series  of  monumentally  formed,  archetypal  birds 
and  beasts  and  primal  objects  so  constructed  as  to  move  mysteriously  with 
the  wind,  or  more  importantly,  by  human  touch.  The  distinguishing  quality 
of  these  sculptures  is  the  structuring  that  invites  all  to  participate  in  them, 
in  their  birdness,  animalness  and  primary-ness—  and  somehow  in  their 
humanness. 

Another  contribution  of  Howard's  that  should  be  given  special  notice  here 
is  his  many  years  of  devoted  attention  to  successive  generations  of  serious  art 
students.  These  activities,  carried  on  for  years  as  an  instructor  and  counselor 
at  the  San  Francisco  Art  Institute,  will  be  fondly  recalled  by  one-time  stu- 
dents for  years  to  come. 

The  picture  of  Howard's  worth,  too  briefly  noted  here,  emerges  as  one  of 
exemplary  dignity  and  communal  significance:  a  warm  human  image  of  a 
life  devoted  to  intelligent  service  unstintingly  given;  an  artist  of  the  twenti- 
eth century  who  stands  out  as  a  symbol  of  all  that  has  been  recognized  as 
fine  in  the  artist  idea  for  centuries.

ROBERT  B.  HOWARD  was  born  in  New  York  City  September  20,  1896,  to  an  architect 
father  and  an  artist  mother.  He  grew  up  in  an  artistic  atmosphere,  closely  connected  with 
the  University  of  California  after  moving  from  New  York  to  Berkeley,  California  in  1901. 

1915  and  1916  he  attended  the  California  School  of  Arts  and  Crafts.  He  received  a  schol- 
arship from  the  Art  Students  League  in  New  York,  where  he  studied  until  1918. 

After  serving  in  the  A.E.F.  in  France,  he  and  his  brother,  Henry,  toured  the  art  centers  in 
Europe  on  bicycles  until  1922.  They  then  returned  to  California  to  put  their  studies  to 
work. 

Robert  B.  Howard's  first  "job"  was  creating  architectural  sculpture  in  a  plaster  shop  and 
painting  mural  commissions.  Since  then,  architectural  commissions  and  contracts  have 
continued  with  intervals  of  studio  work  for  gallery  and  museum  exhibits.  S.  F.  Art  Festi- 
val, San  Francisco  Art  Institute.  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art,  Whitney  Museum  of  New 
York,  Chicago  Art  Institute,  Salon  de  Mai  in  Paris,  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York,  Sao 
Paulo,  Brazil.  He  has  served  on  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  and  was  an  instructor 
at  the  San  Francisco  Art  Institute.
